The holder- of the properties border- 
ing the-e seven miles of unimproved 
streets have helped pay for the paving 
of the twelve miles of street already 
in existence, — (save, possibly, some 
short stretches taken care of by build- 
ing op. ralois and thereby made their 
properties more salable; as all original 
paving up lo the time of the aforesaid 
rc;ulat ion, was paid for by the Borough. 
Can there, accordingly, be any logic in- 
justice in now leipiiriug that the pro- 
perty holders shall pay for the paving 
of the few remaining streets to be used 
and enjoyed by the public generally? 

We are sure that the high sense of 
honor nnd fair play of Xarberth 's citi- 
zenship will not permit that such an 
uiii'ipiitable regulation shall be foist, d 
upon a few or its number. 

We are advised that the object of that 
resolution was primarily intended to 
cae.-k or hamper the building opera- 
tions of one reckless, imposing usurper 
whose operations were deemed a menace 
to the fair name of Xarberth, and if 
it had ac.Miinplished that there would 
have been s-ome condoning eompeusn- 
tin.tu the credit of the Borough. But 
it failed in this and now has, as a de- 
terring and einbarassing action, put 
burdens upon such reputable builders 
as Sniedley, Sliaiul and others of their 
class whose operations have added dig- 
nity and beauty to the community be- 
sides providing large tax paying pro- 
perties to our Borough.
